Apply for Pole 
Attachment Agreement 

through BTU.

Engineering reviews permit application, plans
and supporting documentation for
completeness (notification is given to
applicants with incomplete or inaccurate
information)

Engineering performs a review of plans, 
performs preliminary site inspection and 
shares initial comments with other city 
departments as needed (transportation, 
water utilities, planning)

Engineering compiles all 
comments from other 
departments and schedules 
meeting with applicant if 
necessary.

Applicant is notified
of necessary
corrections
